It cannot of course be Christmas as 
usual this year; too many minds are 
weighed down with anxiety for loved 
ones in places of danger; into many 
homes, even in Canada, grief has been 
violently thrust; and always in the 
background of consciousness there 1s 
the sense of war, its carnage, its cruel- 
ties, its uncertainties. War in the sea- 
son of Peace and Good Will—could any 
paradox be more shocking? 

But there will be Christmas in Can- 
ada, and within the limits thus imposed 
it will be a day of happiness. If the 
gaielty is somewhat subdued, perhaps 


the significance will stand out more 
clearly on that account. There are 
parts of the world — the Christian 


world—where there will be no celebra- 
tions tomorrow. To hundreds of mil- 
lions of human beings—some fighting 
on the battle fronts, some wandering 
about the ruins of their homes in de- 
vastated lands, some living in humilia- 
tion and misery in conquered countries, 
Christmas can bring nothing but a 
memory of happier days, and Peace and 
Good Will may even seem like words of 
mockery. 

Canadians should thank God that 
they still have Christmas. Should the 
barbarians who are now seeking to 
achieve world mastery succeed in strik- 
ing down the defences of civilization, 
the Canadian Christmas we know and 
love will be no more. Can anyone ima- 
gine Christmas in a slave pen? 

We commemorate tomorrow the an- | 
niversary of the birth of One who came 
into the world to preach Peace and | 
Good Will. How far His mission has | 
as yet failed is proclaimed in the thun- 
der of guns and the crash of shells. But 
these proclaim something else also. 
They warn men that aside from the 
Christmas message there is no hope 
for sanity and justice and security in 
this world. 

The wicked men who have conspired 
together to kill and destroy and con- 
quer have done mankind one Service. 
They have demonstrated that enduring 
peace can be only an idle dream until 
good will comes to dominate men and 
women in the mass, and thus makes it 
impossible that men of ill-will should 
be able to muster force enough to gain 
mastery. Until that time comes, the 
Christmas message can be only an un- 
attained ideal. But it is the one ideal 
worth living for and fighting for. 


Talking Things Over 


Mr. Churchill's arrival at Washing- 
ton took the world by surprise, as it 
was intended to. He is there to dis- 
cuss with President Roosevelt means 
and methods to co-ordinate the war 
policies and activities of the Allies, all 
the Allies. As the whole world is now 
a battlefield, allocation of responsibil- 
ity and corelation of efforts are in the 
nature of things. 

One hopeful feature of the confer- 
ence is that no reports are to be given 
out until it ends. The enemy would be 
greatly obliged to nave daily accounts 
of the matters discussed and the de- 
cisions made. Allied peoples 
also like to know what is being 
posed, but not at the cost of also tell- 
ing Berlin and Rome and Tokyo. The 
other Allied Governments are to be 
kept informed and consulted as the dis- 
cussions proceed, but until these are 
ended readers should take with re- 
serve any statements purporting to 
outline the proceedings or to forecast 
the plans in making. 

So interesting a subject for specu- 
lation cannot fail to prime the imagin- 
ations of guess but 
their guesses should be given only the 
attention due to them as such.

They have 
compelled even Japanese leaders to pay 
tributes of respect to their valor; which 
in turn indicates that these leaders are 
rather more chivalrous than their Nazi 
affiliates, for the latter pay tributes to 
nobody but themselves.

was hopeless. 

A sidelight is thrown on the situa- 
tion at Hong Kong in a statement by 
Sir Robert Bruce-Popham in relation to 
the defence of Malaya.
